WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Cgmpany has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and sald maps or plans
have been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be, and the same is hereby, permitted
to lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:
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(1) A gas main in BRAZOS STREET from Bast 18th Street to &
point 49 feet south of Bast 19th Street, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 17,5 feet west of, and paral-
‘lel to, the east property line of said Brazos Street.

Sald gas main described above shall have a covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet,

(2) 4 gas mein in EAST 8TH STREET from a point 108 feet sast
of Concho Street easterly 100 feet, the centerline of
- which gas main shall be 13,5 feet north of, and parallel
to, the gouth property line of said Bast Zth Street,

Sald gog mein described gbove shall have g covering of
not less than 2-1/2 feet,

(3) A sas main in BAST 3RD STREET from Chicon Street westerly
209 feet, the centerline of which gas main ghsll be 19
feet south of, and parallel to, the north property line
of sald Xast 3rd Street, ‘

Sald gas ﬁain described above ghall have a covering of not
less than 2.1/2 feet.

(%) A gas main in ATTAYAC STREET from East UYth Street southerly
106 feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 13 feet
west of, and parsllel to, the east property line of said
Attayac Street.

Sald gas main described above shall have a covering of not
less than 2-1/2 fest,

The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the
City of Austin does not guarantee that the gpace assigned above 1s clear
from other underground utilities, but ie based upon the best records we
have at hand, and that the minimum depth stated dces not have any refar-
ence to the fact that greater depths may not be required at special points,
When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite information upon
the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the loce-~
tion of their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Depart-
ment not less than three (3) days before such information is required. The
Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be
required to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground
utility damaged during the construction of lines named in thig resclution,

And that whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug,water
must be used at intervgls durinz the course of backfililng of the dltches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the exeavation
in the streets and the restoration and maintensnce of said streeta aftenr
sald mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction
of the City Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of
the certain franchise granted %o said Company by the City of Austin,

: WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin, pursuant to the
termg of Section 31 of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin, has
referred to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for its consideration, a
petition of Mrs. Lula Scott, et al, requesting a change in the USE
designation of the following propertiest

Blocks 28, 29, and 30, Falrview Park, being
known as 1304 Newning Avenue, in the City of
Austig,

from "AY Residence District and First Height and Area District to
"B¥ Regidence District and Second Height and Area District; and
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WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment carefully considered this
application in the light of the effect of such change on the
property and the neighborhood, and otherwise in the light of
sound zoning principles; and

WHEREAS, this property is adjacent to an existing "B® Regi-
dence District and the change of the Use designation of the prop-
erty mentioned would be an extension of the existing "B" Residence
Digirict to include the said property; and

WHEREAS, the petition filed with the Council for thig change
bore the endorsement of other property owners adjacent thereto
and in the neighborhood; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:

THAT the change requested in the application for the property
descrived ls recommended to the City Council as not adversely af-
fecting the neighborhood, and permitting the use of the property
for a definite need and public benefit and not violating any fune
damental principle of zoning.
